RADIO RUMBOS HAD DONE MUCH THE SAME THING ON THE NIGHT OF 
MARCH 10 DURING THE "CACEROLAZO" (POT BANGING) EVENT. 
THEY HAD BEEN WARNED AT THAT TIME. THIS NOW WAS A 
RECURRENCE . IT WAS THE GOVERNMENT ' S VIEW THAT THE STATION 
MUST BE SANCTIONED TO DEMONSTRATE TO OTHERS THAT THERE ARE

ELECTION. THE BEST APPROACH, HE SAID, MIGHT BE TO NAME A 
COMMISION TO STUDY THE MATTER. IN THE END, WHAT WOULD 
PROBABLY RESULT WOULD BE A TEMPORARY SUSPENSION OF THE 
STATION'S LICENSE. 
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INDICATED THAT GOV WOULD ISSUE A DECREE Bl
